In Texas, where plains are spacious and plans even more 
so, two men are planning to build a city. Not a subdivision 
or a glorified village, but a billion-dollar city of 107,000 | 
acres for an eventual population of a million and a half 


Once the statistics have been digested and the boldness 
of the concept of Horizon City assessed, we may reflect that 
there is nothing very new or surprising about the idea of a 
planned city except that this is undertaken as a commercial 
venture, rather than as a government project. From ancient 
times great cities have been built, and deserted, at a king's 
whim, following the tides of history. In modern times there 
have been many capitals deliberately sited and planned. 

Washington, after all, was an artificial city, and so was 
Ottawa, and they have both continued to grow naturally and 
organically. Canberra is beginning to find itself, after a 
struggle as long as Washington’s. The new capital of Brazil 
is being built from scratch, as is Le Corbusier’s Indian city 
of Chandigarh. Sometimes the planned city takes root and | 
flourishes and sometimes it doesn’t. Horizon City, without a | 
government behind it, may be a risky enterprise, but its prog- 
ress will be interesting to watch. |

Make a Reeord 


The Port of Vitoria Shipped 


3 Million Tons Abroad 


During Year 1959 


This is a story of how plans 
which, when carefully drawn up 
and well carried out, will pay off. 
It tells of a development in Bra- 
zil’s rich iron-ore deposits which 
are shipped to the steel-making 
nations of the world. 

Sent by December 15 

On December 15, the last part 
of a three-million tons shipment 
of iron ore left the port of Vitoria, 
State of Espirito Santo, thus 
creating an all-time record for 
iron-ore embarcations for a 
shipping firm in a single year. 
Behind it stands the determina- 
tion of a single company, the 
Companhia Vale do Rio Doce to 
sell its product abroad. 

The year 1958 was marked by 


an intensification of effort to in- 


}crease iron ore shipments abroad 


so that they might reach eight 
million tons in 1960 and around 
30,000,000 tons by the year 1975, 
when world consumption, accord- 
ing to present estimates, should 
be some 450,000,000 tons annu- 
ally. 

According to the Ministry of 
Labor, Industry and Commerce, 
which furnishes the data, in 1958 
Brazil exported 2,720,000 tons of 
iron ore as against 3,550,000 tons 
n 1957. The reduction of 8&30,- 
000 tons spurred the industry 


to greater activity and, accord- 
ing to this source, a new rate of 
increase in. sales abroad was 
noted. 

Vale do Rio Doce 

This is what the Companhia 
Vale do Rio Doce did about it. It 
budgeted US$22,000,000 to ac- 
quire new rails and equipment for 
the construction of 276 miles of 
new track. It is obtaining fifty 
diesel electric locomotives and ac- 
cessories for railroad cars as well 
as new machinery for ore extrac- 
tion on the basis of a loan from 
the Export-Import Bank of US- 
$12,500,000 for expansion activi- 
ties. 

The firm also drew up plans, 
through a subsidiary, to engage 
in an investment flotation to have 
adequate financing to assure its 


ability to export twenty million 


tons of iron ore annually.
